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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fieni (US 3795275) and Wendt et al. (Wendt)(US 4,103,192). Fieni teaches fan motor 
with a housing 310 secured to a brackets 312 and a shroud 31 2e. Fieni does not teach 
a second resilient mounting on the motor to the supporting structure shroud. Wendt 
teaches a more complete vibration/noise isolation is achieved by resilient supports 
between the motor and the brackets and between the bracket and the casing. Wendt 
teaches a fan motor with the brackets having two resilient mounts: a plurality of first 
resilient mount 66 between the motor 26 and the bracket 32 and a plurality of second 
resilient mount 66 between the bracket 32 and the fasteners 58 bracket mounting 
structure 22. Wendt teaches the supporting arms 50 of the brackets in the grommets 66 
positioned in the heat ring of the motor housing. It would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to construct the motor of 
Fieni with a second resilient member at the motor mounting and the shroud to provide a 
more complete isolation of the motor to noise and vibration. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/02/03 have been fully considered but they are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. The Applicant's argument that Wendt is 
non-analogous art is not persuasive because the broad teaching of Wendt is a support 
for a fan motor, while only the narrow specific teaching is to an air conditioning system. 
Also, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's 
endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the 
applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the 
claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 

1 992). In this case, Wendt and Barnes are both in the field of supports for motors, 
furthermore ample motivation is present because they are both directed to reducing 
vibrations in the motor and support.
